QUESTION: The brakes 
on my 1979 (Thevy van has 
good fluid level, however 
when I apply the brakes, the 
pedal feels as if it has too 
much travel. Do the rotors 
need to be replaced?

ANSWER: I recommend

It’s all very well to ad¬ 
vocate live theater, but it’s 
not only the convenience 
that keeps people in in 
front of the TV for their 
entertainment. Television 
is as free as any technol¬ 
ogy is and you have a 
world to select from on 
video for $3 or less. First 
run major movies are $S to 
$7, with discounts for se¬ 
niors and children. 

Theater is an expensive 
business, and it’s hard to 
find live actors for less 
than $10 per ticket, and 
that’s community theater. 
The professionals charge 
an average $ 2 S and up. 
Tickets to a full-blown 
Broadway musical start 
around $37 and go up to 
$60 or so, and the top of 
the balcony seats for the 
LA Opera are $74. 
Heaven only knows what 
they ask for orchestra 
seats. Why do people pay 
these prices? 

Because it’s worth it. 
Each live performance is a 
unique experience, not a 
replay. A performance of 
an opera is close to a ma¬ 
jor miracle. A hundred 
people must act with in¬ 
stantaneous precision, ev¬ 
erybody must be in reason-

able health at the same 
time, trained voices must 
be in perfect condition, in¬ 
struments must be in tune 
and played with accuracy, 
lights must go on and off 
for the right effects, stage¬ 
hands must move things at 
exactly the right moment, 
costumes must not col¬ 
lapse, etc. - it’s almost as 
complicated as a moon 
shot. Computers do some 
of the work these days, but 
computers have their own 
problems. Nobody must 
trip or sneeze or drop 
things. And all to create an 
ephemeral experience of 
terror or wonder, laughter 
or tears. This is not virtual 
reality, this is it! 

Every theatrical perfor¬ 
mance of any description 
has the same problems on 
some scale. It’s what keeps 
the performers as well as 
the audience excited. 
Shows that have been tour¬ 
ing for months sometimes 
begin to perform by the 
numbers but there is one 
thing that is different every 
time, the audience. Any 
actor will respond to an 
enthusiastic audience, 
whether it is laughing or 
sitting in tense silence. A 
mass gasp is as good as 
applause. That is why ac¬ 
tors who come from the 
stage usually leap at the 
chance to perform for an 
audience. 

But what can be done 
about the prices? There is 
an institution known as 
“public rush” whereby at 
ten minutes before the 
show starts, unsold seats 
are made available for $ 10 , 
or sometimes half price. 
Many professional the¬ 
aters honor this. Ask. You 
have to take a chance and 
get in line early but it 
works. 

There are special per¬ 
formances at the Music 


Center theaters that are 
called ‘Two for one and 
help someone” whereby 
tickets are half price if you 
bring some non-perishable 
food. And there are one or 
two “Pay what you can” 
performances in each run 
where you can see the cur¬ 
rent play at the Mark Taper 


Forum, the Ahmanson or 
the Doolittle Theaters for 
$5 or less. These are usu¬ 
ally on week nights eariy 
in the run, sometimes 
matinees. Ask. Again you 
have to be there on the day 
to take advantage. 

Simplest is subscribing 
to a series of plays at a cho¬ 


sen theater, which gener¬ 
ally gives you a substantial 
discount over individual 
tickets. And if you’ve al¬ 
ready paid for them, you’ll 
put it on your calendar and 
go!

Kato laid out the con¬ 
tours a classic tsukiyama 
sansui (hill and water) gar¬ 
den, making innovative 
use of concrete and locally 
quarried stones to build the 
koi ponds, the waterfalls, 
the stream bed and the 
bridges.
